OPINION OF THE MINISTER. 


The petition of James O'Neil states that he is a citizen 
of the United States and is imprisoned in the Consular jail 
of the United States at Kanagawa, Japan ; that the cause 
of his imprisonment is that about the 8th day of March, 1880 
he was tried at Kobe, Japan, before Mr. Julius Stahel, the 
United States Consul at that port, upon a charge of murder, 
and was upon said trial convicted of manslaughter, and was 
then and there by said Consul adjudged and sentenced to 
undergo imprisonment in the Consular jail of the United 
States at Kanagawa, Japan, for the term of twenty years, 
and has from that date, by virtue of ssid judgment, been 
imprisoned in the jail aforesaid—wherefore the petitioner 
prays the United States Minister in Japan to issue the writ 
of oe corpus, to bring the body of said James O'Neil 
before him for the purpose of enquiring into the legality 
of the petitioner's imprisonment. : 

The petition, verified by the oath of the petitioner, shows 
as clearly aad fully the cause of his imprisonment as could 
be shown upon the return of the writ ; consequently the writ 
should not be awarded, if, upon the statements made in the 
petition, the Minister is satisfied that the petitioner is im- 

isoned by virtue of a judgment of » Consular Court of the 

Jnited States in Japan invested with original and final 
jurisdiction in the case. ) 

It appearing upon the face of the petition that the pri- 
soner is restrained of his liberty because of the judgment of 
Mr, Julius Stahel, the United States Consul at the port of 
Kobe, in the United States Consular District of Hiogo and 
Osaka, it is important first to enquire, had said Consul 
original jurisdiction to try and determine the crime charged ? 
A mere inspection of the treaties concluded by the United 
States with n, and of the laws enacted by the Congress 
of the United States to carry said treajies into execution, 

leaves no room to doubt that the Consuls of the United 
States in Japan are each invested with general criminal 
jurisdiction over crimes committed by citizens of the United 
Siates in Japan, or committed by others therein who are 
subject to the laws of the Uniied States, and that their 
judgments are final in all cases, save where an appen! there- 
from is especially provided tor by the statutes of the United 
States. ‘he treaty of Japan with the United States, con- 
cluded June 17th, 1857. (and still in full foree) provides 
(Article 4) us follows: ‘“ Americans committing offences in 
Japan shall be tried by the American Consul General or 
Consul, and shall be punished according to American 
laws.” By the Act passed June 22nd, 1860, enacted to 
catry into effect the treaties of the United States with 
Japan ete. (Section 4084, U. S. Revised Statutes) it is 
provided that the United States Consuls in Japan are fully 
empowered to arraign and try all citizens of the United 
Stales charged with offences against law committed by them 
i the Empire of Japan, and to sentence such offenders in 
the manner therein nuthorized. And it is further provided 
(Section 4087) that each United States Consul in Japan at 
the port for which he is appointed, is authorized, upon facts 


within his own knowledge, or which he has good reason to 
believe true, or upon complaint made, to “ issue his war- 
rant for the arrest of any citizen of the United States 
charged with committing in the conntry (Japan) an 
offence against law, and te arraign and try such offender, ” 
and to sentence him to punishment in the manner pre- 
scribed. 

The charge upon which the petitioner was tried, as shown 
by his petition, was murder, and the offence of which he 
was convicted, as also shown by his petition, was man- 
slaughter. Section 4106 U.S. Revised Statutes requires 
that, in capital cases, that is when the charge is a 
enpital crime, the Consul shall summon not less than 
four associates to sit with him on the trial, and that, if the 
Consul and Associates coneur in opinion, the decision shall, 
in all eases, except of capital offences, and except as pro- 
vided in the preeeding section (4089), be final.

That the Consul obeyed the express requirement of the 
statute, aud sat with four associates on the trial, cannot be 
doubted in the absence of any averment in the petition that 
the Consul tried the petitioner on the charge of murder 
alone and without associates. The petitioner could not be 
ignorant of the fact that he was tried on said charge of 
murder by Consul Stahel and four associates, who sat with 
him, and was by their eoncurrence with the Consul convict- 
ed of manslaughter. That the fact was so, was duly 
certified to me at the time and is of record in this Legation, 
whereof it is my duty to take notice in considering this 
application, | 

It is clear by the provisions of said sections 4089 and 
4106 that, as the offence of which the petitioner was con- 
victed was not capital nor an offence tried by the Consul 
alone under said section 4089, the United States Minister 
has no appellate jurisdiction in the case, and that the 
judgment given therein by said Consul is by law «declared 
to be final, 

Reference has been made by the Counsel for the peti- 
tioner, in their briefs and arguments, to sections 261 and 
266 inclusive, of the Consular Court Regulations issued in 
1870 by Mr. De Long, then United States Minister in 
Japan, and Counsel have insisted that said Regulations 
being mandatory, the present Minister of the United 
States in Japan to whom this application is made has no 
election in the premises, but must issue the writ of habeas 
corpus, and bring the body of petitioner before him for the 
purpose of inquiring into the legality of his imprison- 
ment; in other words, to review and reverse, upow the 
return of the writ, the jadgment of Mr. Consul Stahel. ‘To 
this it may be replied that Mr. De Long had no eclor of 
authority to repeal by decree the express provisions of the 
Act of Congress as herein recited, and thereby to invest 
himself, or his successor, as Minister of the United States 
in Japan, with appellate jurisdiction in this case in contra-

Petition for habeas corpus addressed and presented to 
John A. Bingham, United States Minister in Japan. The 
petition was presented and argued at the United States 
Legation, Tokei, y Mr. Weiller and Mr, Hill, Counsel for 
the petitioner, on the 27th of December, 1881. 


OPINION OF THE MINISTER. 


The petition of James O'Neil states that he is a citizen 
of the United States and is imprisoned in the Consular jail 
of the United States at Kanagawa, Japan ; that the cause 
of his imprisonment is that about the 8th day of March, 1880 
he was tried at Kobe, Japan, before Mr. Julius Stalicl, the 
United States Consul at that port, upon a charge of murder, 
and was upon said trial convicted of manslaughter, and was 
then and there by said Consul adjudged and sentenced to 
undergo imprisonment in the Consular jail of the United 
States at Kanagawa, Japan, for the term of twenty years, 
and has from that date, by virtue of seid judgment, been 
imprisoned in the jail aforesaid—wherefore the petitioner 
prays the United States Minister in Japan to issue the writ 
of habeas corpus, to bring the body of said James O'Neil 
before him for the purpose of enquiring into the legality 
of the petitioner's imprisonment. 

The petition, verified by the oath of the petitioner, shows 
ai clearly aad fully the cause of his imprisonment as could 
be shown upon the return of the writ ; consequently the writ 
should not be awarded, if, upon the statements made in the 
petition, the Minister is satisfied that the petitioner is im- 
prisoned by virtue of a judgment of a Consular Court of the 
United States in Japan invested with original and final 
jurisdiction in the case. 

It appearing upon the face of the petition that the pri- 
soner is restrained of his liberty because of the judgment of 
Mr. Julius Stahel, the United States Consul at the port of 
Kobe, in the United States Consular District of Hiogo and 
Osaka, it is important first to enquire, had said Consul 
original jurisdiction to try and determine the crime charged ? 
A mere inspection of the treaties concluded by the United 
States with Japan, and of the laws enacted by the Congress 
of the United States to carry said treaties into execution, 
leaves no room to doubt that the Consuls of the United 
States in Japan are each invested with general criminal 
jurisdiction over crimes committed by citizens of the United 
States in Japan, or committed by others therein who are 
subject to the laws of the United States, and that their 
judgments are final in all cases, save where an appeal there- 
irom is especially provided for by the statutes of the United 
States. ‘Ihe treaty of Japan with the United States, con- 
cluded June 17th, 1857 (and still in full force) provides 
(Article 4) ns follows: ‘“ Americans committing offences in 
Japan shall be tried by the American Consul General or 
Consul, and shall be punished according to American 
laws.” By the Act passed June 22nd, 1860, enacted to 
carry into effect the treaties of the United States with 
Japan ete. (Section 4084, U.S. Revised Statutes) it is 
provided that the United States Consuls in Japan are fally 
empowered to atraign and try all citizens of the United 
States charged with offences against law committed by them 
in the Empire of Japan, and to sentence such offenders in 
the mauner therein authorized. And it is farther provided 
(Section 4087) that each United States Consul in Japan at 


the port for which he is appointed, is authorized, upou facts 


4 
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within his own knowledge, or which he has good reason to 
believe true, or upon complaint made, to “ issue his war- 
rant for the arrest of any citizen of the United States 
charged with committing in the country (Japan) an 
offence against law, and to arraign and try such offender, ” 
and to sentence him to punishment in the manner pre- 
scribed. 

The charge upon which the petitioner was tried, as shown 
by his petition, was murder, and the offence of which he 
was convicted, as also shown by his petition, was man- 
slanghter. Sectian 4106 U.S. Revised Statutes requires 
that, in capital eases, that is when the charge is a 
enpital crime, the Consul shall saumon not less than 
four associutes to sit with him on the trial, and that, if the 
Consul and Associates concur in opinion, the decision shall, 
in all cases, except of capital offences, and except as pro- 
vided in the preceding section (4089), be final. By the 
preceding section (4089) it is provided that the Consul 
sitting alone may decide all cases in which the fine imposed 
does not exceed $500, or the term of imprisonment does not 
exceed 90 days, but in al! such cases tried by the Consul 
alone, if the fine exceeds $100, or the term of imprisonment 
exceeds sixty days, the defendants may take the case by 
appenl before the Minister, either upon the errors of law 
or errors of fact. ? 

That the Consul obeyed the express requirement of the 


‘Statute, and sat with four associates on the trial, cannot be 


doubted in the absence of any averment in the petition that 
the Consul tried the petitioner on the charge of murder 
alone and without associates. ‘The petitioner could not be 


‘ignorant of the faet that he was tried on said charge of 


murder by Consul Stahel and four associates, who sat with 
him, and was by their eoncurrence with the Consul conviet- 
ed of manslaughter. That the fact was so, was duly 
certified to me at the time and is of record in this Legation, 
whereof it is my duty. to take notice in considering this 
application, 

It is clear by the provisions of said sections 4089 anid 
4106 that, as the offence of which the petitioner was con- 
victed was not capital nor an offence tried by the Consul 
alone under said section 4089, the United States Minister. 
has no appellate jurisdiction in the case, and that the 
judgment given therein by said Consul is by law declared 
to be final, 

Reference has been made by the Counsel for the peti- 
tioner, in their briefs and arguments, to sections 261 and 
266 inclusive, of the Consular Court Regulations issued in 
1870 by Mr. De Long, then United States Minister in 
Japan, and Counsel have insisted that said Regulations 
being mandatory, the present Minister of the United 
States in Japan to whom this application is made has no 
election in the premises, but must issue the writ of habeas 
corpus, aud bring the body of petitioner before him for the 
purpose of inquiring into the legality of his imprison- 
ment; in other words, to review and reverse, upon the 
return of the writ, the judgment of Mr. Consul Stahel. ‘To 
this it may be replied that Mr. De Long had no color of 
authority to repeal by deeree the express provisions of the 
Act of Congress as herein recited, and thereby’ to invest 
himself, or his successor, as Minister of the United States 
in Japan, with appellate jurisdiction in this case in contra- 
vention of the statute which expressly denics such appellate 
jurisdiction to the Minister, and declares that the jud 
of the Consul * shall be final.” e 

It will hardly be contended that this is by 
section 261 of said Consular Court Regulations, which 
provides that “any American citizen in Japan illegally 
restrained from his personal liberty may by petition to any 
Court of the United States in said Empire obtain the 
benefit of the writ of habeas corpus,” that is to say hy 
petition to any Minister or Consul of the United States in 
Japan may obtain the benefit of the writ of habeas corpus, 
when upon the face of ewm@ppetition it is apparent that the

Sir Harry Parkes, speaking on the part of his Colleagues the Foreign Delegates, 
begged to welcome the Minister of the United States and to assure him of the 
pleasure it afforded them to see him join their number, not only on account of the 
high regard which they entertained for him personally, but also because his presence 
denoted, as they believed, the friendly desire of his Government to act in concert 
with the Powers they had the honour to represent, in carrying out the objects of 
the Conference, namely to endeavour to frame a basis for the revision of the existing 
Treaties with Japan which should be satisfactory to all the parties concerned. 

_ Mr. Bingham stated that upon the invitation of His Excellency Mr. Inouye he 
appeared in the Conference, having been authorized by the Government of the 
United States, to attend upon such invitation, and participate in the deliberations 
of the Conference, but in no wise to thereby commit the Government of the United 
States to any action that may be taken. 


Protocol No. 5 was signed. 

The President laid before the Conference a Memorandum concerning the 
propose Tariff, copies of which had been furnished to the Delegates of the Treaty 
Powers at the preceding meeting. This memorandum is annexed to the present 
Protocol. | 

It was agreed that the subjects to be considered at the ensuing meeting should 
be the Tariff, or in case the Delegates of the Treaty Powers should not be prepared 
to continue its discussion, then the question of Harbour Light and Tonnage Dues 
(Group VIII) and the provision to be made by the Treaty Powers for the offence 
of joining in war, insurrection or rebellion against the Emperor of Japan, already 
referred to in Protocol No. 5, 

The meeting separated at a quarter to six.

BLANKETS. 
Rate of duty 123 per cent, 


These are principally used by the Army and Navy; they are employed exten- 
sively as travelling and jinrikisha rugs, and also as rugs for sitting on. Owing to their | 
widely extended utility, and to the fact that there is no substitute for them in Japan, 
an additional duty of less than 10 per cent is unlikely to decrease the importation. 


- CANVAS. 
Rate of duty 10 per cent. 


Canvas is made in Japan, but not of a very strong texture, and it is only used for 
the sails of Japanese junks. In consequence of the greatly increasing number of 
vessels built on foreign models, the importation of foreign canvas has become neces- 
sary, and hence an additional duty of 5 per cent is not calculated to cause any 
decrease in the consumption of this article, 


CLOCKS AND WATCHES. 
Rate of duty 20 per cent. 


There are no good watch-makers in Japan, and although a few clocks are made 
by the Japanese, being inferior to those of foreign manufacture, it is quite impossible 
for them to compete with the foreign manufacture. Watches are not manufactured 
in Japan. 

Clocks and watches are moreover used by the middle and upper classes alone. 

For these reasons it is believed that the addition of another 15 per cent to 
the existing duty of 5 per cent will not affect the importation of the articles classed 
under this head. 


CORALS, 
Rate of duty 25 per cent. 


The coral of Japanese production obtained from the province of Tosa is far 
from sufficient to supply the extensive demand, while it is much inferior in quality 
to the foreign coral, the importation of which is increasing, as its colour is more in 
accordance with Japanese taste. Coral is manufactured into jewelry and ornaments 
for women, and is used by the upper and middle classes. An increase of duty of 20 
per cent. is therefore not likely to cause a decrease in the consumption. 


SHIRTINGS, GRAY, 
Rate of duty 10 per cent. 


The consumption of gray shirtings of all qualities is very extensive, as they are 
used by nearly all classes for linings and for many other purposes. Home-made

cotton fabrics formerly used for the same purposes are now almost entirely superseded 
by foreign shirtings on account of the high price of raw materials and the coarse 
appearance of the domestic cotton fabrics. The average price of Japanese cotton cloth

Rate of duty 10 per cent. 


This article is used for the same purposes as gray shirtings. Dyeing is not 
expensive in foreign countries, where this industry has attained a high degree of 
development, but such is not the casein Japan. Relatively speaking, therefore, the 
domestic article is higher in price than the foreign fabric. Hence an additional 
duty of 5 per cent will not affect the demand for this article. 

The figures given under the heading of gray shirtings show that a great 
difference exists between the price of the imported and native fabrics, but there is 
nevertheless some demand for the Japanese article from the fact that this article is 
considered more durable and is found to be better suited for dyeing, but the quantity 
brought to market is insignificant, and therefore an additional 5 per cent duty will 
not affect the demand for the foreign article. 


SHIRTINGS, TWILLED. 
Rate of duty 10 per cent. 


These shirtings are used for under-shirts, curtains and blinds, socks, wrappers, 
&c., and the only article of native production that can compete with them is. Unsai- 
momen, which is however dearer in proportion.

Rate of duty 10 per cent. 
No similar article is manufactured in Japan. Silk satins are made, but as they 


are far moreexpensive, no comparison can be made between the two. It is therefore - 
clear that an additional duty of 5 per cent will not affect the consumption. 


TURKEY REDS.

In other countries it is customary to make subdivisions of this group and tax 
them generally in proportion to their alcoholic contents, As this would not be 
worth while in Japan, considering the small amount, imported, an uniform rate has 
been adopted. In foreign countries the duties on these articles are generally very 
high, and as in Japan they are consumed by the highest classes alone, 25 per cent 
will make no difference to them; on the contrary the growing fashion of living in 
foreign style renders it probable that consumption will increase. 


MACHINERY. 


Rate of duty same as under the existing Tariff. 


MEDICINES, 


Rate of duty same as under the existing Tariff. 


KEROSENE OIL. 
Rate of duty 20 per cent. 


The home production of kerosene oil is of no consequence whatever, and its 
consumption is restricted to localities of small extent, (in the provinces of Echigo, 
Shinano and Mikawa) while in all other parts of the Empire colza oil and imported 
kerosene oil are used. The average annual value of this article imported during 
the last five financial years amounts to 1,290,000 yen. The illuminating power of 
colza oil is far inferior to that of kerosene, and the price of the former is moreover 
much higher than that of the latter. :

necessity. The amount imported is increasing, and the annual average value of the 
import of this article during the last five financial years amounted ‘o the sum of 
upwards of yen 3,000,000, or more than one tenth of the aggregate amount of the 


- value of all imports. ‘Thus it will be seen to be one of the principal imports into 


Japan. | 
_ The quantity of sugar of home production in 1880 was 65,444,529 catties. 
The average quantity of sugar imported for the last five financial years was 


09,765,852 catties, 


In Japan sugar is chiefty produced in the island of Shikoku and the province 
of Satsuma and the neighbouring islands. ‘The production in other parts of the 
conntry is quite insignificant, as the soil and climate of Japan are more suited to the 
cultivation of rice, barley and other cereals than to that of the sugar cane and beet- 
root. The quantity of sugar, both foreign and home grown, consumed at present 
by the Japanese people is only 3,647 catties per head of the population, or very 
much less than the quantity consumed in Europe and Ameriea. (See table A ) 
Under these circumstances there can be no diminution in the importation of the 
article under an additional duty of 20 per cent. 

From the foregoing statement it will be seen that the rate of consumption is 
comparatively small, while the importation of foreign sugar is annually increasing, 
as is shown in the annexed table B, which gives the quantity of sugar imported

Umbrellas of the European pattern are used by all classes; they are far more 
convenient to carry and much more durable than paper umbrellas with bamboo 
frames. It is believed that an increase of 5 per cent in the price of umbrella 
frames will not in the least affect the demand.

The art of shipbuilding is yet in its infancy in Japan, and a slight increase of 
duty will not affect the importation.

There is only one woollen factory established in Tokio. Its manufactures are 
however much inferior to foreign goods, owing to the absence of skilled labour, while 
they are also dearer in price, as the wool used is not of home production. Cloths 
made at this factory supply but a very small part of the demand. Imported 
woollen cloths are exclusively used by the Army and Navy, Government officials 
and the higher classes, but as the foreign mode of dress is now being more and 
more adopted by the upper classes, the importation will certainly not decrease. It 
is safe to assume therefore that an increase of price amounting to less than 10 per 
cent will not cause a decrease in the consumption. 


LASTINGS. 
Rate of duty 124 per cent. 
There is no article in Japan corresponding to this. 


MOUSSELINE DE LAINE. 
Rate of duty 122 per cent. 


There are no similar woollen fabrics in Japan. This article is very extensively 
used as a substitute for silk stuffs of all sorts, especially for yuzen-zome and 
itajime, even by the lower classes, on account of its low price and superior ap- 
pearance. The average annual value of this article imported for the last 5 financial 
years reached the sum of 2,870,000 yen. In the absence of this commodity, it 
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would be necessary to use in its stead the more expensive silk crape. An additional 
duty of 73 per cent will not, it is believed, in the least affect the consumption of this 
article.

There is nothing to substitute for this article, and the increase of duty will

The average annual value of this import during the last 5 financial years 
amounted to above yen 6,000,000, or nearly one fifth of the aggregate value 
of the whole import trade. 

Imported yarns are now used almost exclusively in all cotton cloths and silk 
and cotton mixtures manufactured in this country. 

_ The supply of raw cotton being insufficient and the price of hand-made yarn 
being high, while the wages of labour are increasing, it is considered more advan- 
tageous to buy and use foreign yarns.

_ are more suited to the production of cereals, such as rice and wheat, as well as of tea 
and silk, than to the raising of cotton. 

For these reasons, it is confidently believed that an additional duty of 5 per 

cent can be levied upon cotton yarn without diminishing the consumption of the same.
